iowering the price ot the latter. England 
nursed her industries by oenturissot 
protection; Germany has but lately lib- 
uatid Uereelt ficm Iho 6hacklf!B otthat 
commercial dependence which is called 
free trade, flonoo the demand for labor 
in Germany is not yet equal to that in 
England; tut it is iccreaeing more rap- 
idly in the continental than in the in- 
sular empire,"

wage earners; enough to give every man.

On thin same point Congressman Oau- 


nou, cf Illinois, presented some facts 
during the tariff discussion, that should 
not go unnoticed. Ho showed the in- 
consistency of placing wool and wooleas 
on the free list and allowing sugar to 
remain taxed. In substance the point he 
maao was this: Tho Americin capital 
invested in sugar is put down at $50,000,- 
000; the tariff revenue from sugar is 
about JDG.OOO.OOO a year . Tho American 
capital invested in wool is near to SSSO,- 
000,000; the tariff duties on wool are only 
about 85.400,000. "But what is more

traffic, because they provide fonts con. 
Uun&ncB and afford no protection against 
its ravages. 
We hold that the proper 


attitude ot Christians toward this trails 
is one of uncompromising opposition, ana 
whild we do not presume to dictate to 
our people 08 to their political affiliation, 
we do express tba opinion that they i 
shouldn't permit themselves to be oca- 
trolled by party organizations that ere 
managed in the interest ot the liiuor 
traffic. 
We advise ths members ot our 


church to aid in the enforcement of such 
laws «B do not legalize or endorse the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicants to 
ba used as beverages; aud to this end we 
favor the organization ol the law and or- 
der leagues wherever practicable. 
We 


proclaim, as our motto, ''Voluntary total 
abstinence from all intoxicants as Jie 
true ground of personal temperance, and 
complete legal prohibition o! the traffic 
in intoxicating drinks ae the duty of civil 
government." 


Wheu a body of men resolve that they 


are opposed to any laws that shall either 
restrict 01 regulate the traffic in liquor, 
and demand that it shall bo local prohi- 
bition or nothing, they do more damage 
to the temperance cause than all the so- 
cial liberty parties in the country.

The suggestions of Mayor Winans, in 


his 
annual message (o the common 


council, regarding the re-organization of 
the fire department>hen tho water works 
are completed, are causing much dis- 
cussion at this time. Many of our largest 
property owners appear "at sea" on tbe 
question, not knowing what kind of a de- 
partment is required—or whether it 
should be "volunteer" or "paid," and 
also, whether it will be nececsary to keep 
one or both of our fire engines in service, 
The writer having had some eiponenoe 
in lire matters, and having visited a num- 
ber of cities having water works, feels 
competent to answer some of the many 
questions raised at this time, and aleo to 
suggest a plan for the organization ot 
a first class fire department—one in 
wbioh all the people will take prido. 


First, regarding the disposition of tho 


steam fire engines— 


The fire byJrants aro so located 


that 
with 
tho 
two

feet of host now carried on the two hose 
carriages, a stream of water can be put 
on any house on a plotted lot lying WOE! 
of Stoughton street, north of Sharon 
street and south of St, Mary's avenue on 
the caat side of the river; and en any 
bouse on a plotted lot on the west side 
of the river. 
What use, then, for lire 


steamers '! To keep the steamers, or one 
of them, ready for use, would cost tho 
city one hundred dollars per month,— 
$1,200 per year—enough to pay for tbe

But, toys somo one, in laso tbe 
water works give out, we will havo them 
ready for UEO. 
Not at all likely; if that 


is anticipated, better put in two water 
works plants to bo sure of ono. Tho

against just such calamities. No, after 
the water works are accepted there will 
not be as m-ioh use for a steam firs en - 
gine in Janesville as there is for a hand 
engine now with the etosmors. And it 
will be a long and o very, very ojld day 
when a Cro steamer is brought into esr- 
vico. Sell them? Well, jes, if you can 
getka chance, both of them; but tbo 
country is full of second bond engines 
for sale by cities having water works. 
There aro enough such engines in Wis- 
consin for sale to supply tho demand for 
aome years—they area drug in tho mar- 
ket-!?, G.

btates within the last twenty-five years. 
Formerly all were volunteers, running 
hand engines, au organized but ungov- 
ernable mob, an organization feared by 
ell Masses in tho larger cities, 
and 


in smaller municipalities respected ac- 
cording to circumstances. That lund of 
an organization hos almost passed away 
—yet it is seen to-doy in eomo of the 
backwoods place?, out of reach of tbe car 
of progress. 


Correspondence with upward? of two 


hundred chief officers of Cre departments 
in the United States, located in cities ot 
ten thousand inhabitants andljnpwards, 
demonstrates that it costs from 45 oente 
to SI.50 per capita of population to 
maintain a fire department. This makes 
no difference whether it be "volunteer" 
or ''paid," or "part paid," It is oil tho 
same in expense. Some departments in 
the large cities are very extravagant and 
consequently expensive—not more effic- 
ient. 


The lime has passad to expect work 


from a man without compensation. A 
corporation is able to pay for honest 
work an honest price. A volunteer fire 
department in Jaresvillo would cost ea 
mnob, if not more, than a paid depart- 
ment. If it ia a ^volunteer department, 
then additional bonsts mast bo built, a 
general increase 
o£ house expenses in 


fuel and light made, and additional mem- 
bership required, No member will bo 
able to turn around at a fire unless he 
gets a donation from the city treasury. 
It will again become one of tbe old.orig- 
inal organisations—smaller in numbers 
but numerous enough to control the 
municipal government. Every alaim of 
fire will bo tho siynalfer every machine 
and worta7iop in the city to ehitt tip bus- 
iness until the fire department is dis- 
missed from duty. The better the fire 
protection in a city the more frequent 
the fire alarms. This is proven by sta- 
tistics. 


JaneHville now baa with steam engines, 


a very good fire department—only st-c- 
ond to o full paid department—and in 
other cities it is called or termed the 
'call" system. It will not work satis 
faotorily with water works.beoause quick, 
or work is required, Tbe Janesville fire 
department for a number ot years back 
has cost upwards ot £7,000 per year. 
It 


consists—not counting tho Sre police of 
twenty men—of forty-two men maxi- 
uam. It will be too 'arce and un- 
wieldy in this city with water worlia. 
Wbilo the duty of a fireman in Janosvillo 
s oftentimes disagreeable, the work is 
not laborious; hence a large number of 
men at a fire cry "quit" as soon aa they 
ire sprinkled a little or as soon us they 
are ordered to mount a ladder with a 
ead o£ hose. 


The experience of mcny other cities 
hat havo been continually in trouble by 
compromising in tbis end that manner to 
leouro something for nothing, democ- 
fcrates that c full-paid department can 
Bo maintained in 
Janesville for ICES 


money than isnawpaid. Beaides.in addi- 


With o paid fire department, tbe in- 


inEuracce tos \vhioh now amounts to 
nearly one thousand dollars per year 
would go into tbo citv treasury to help 
support 1bt> paid system, but with the 
water works nu ond t fficient department, 
tbis turn will proba'ely be reduced to not 
more than live hundred dollars — it cer- 
tainly ought to be — leaving the expense 
of the peid sjslem as proposed, aboui 
50,000.00— one or two tlioueBud less than 
at present. 
Tho property owners of 


Janesville ore now paying between fifty 
and B'.xty tiouennd dollars annually for 
insurance. A well equipped and efficient 
fire department with the water works, 
ought to reduiie this sum one-half. 
Property owners will learn that with a 
'live fire department— ever on the alert, 
under fctrict discipline, understanding 
every crook and corner in tbo city, that 
the loss by Cro on buildings will be light 
as compared with the present. Icenr- 
once is sate to have at all times, but ox- 
horbitent rates with tuch protection is 
robbery, and people will not pay it on 
Ivililingi when there is less danger of 
loss. It is also always safe to insure 
goods against damigp by water, BB it is 
by water, with water works, that most 
damage results.

Placing the population of Janesvillo at 


ten thousand, this would be a per capita 
tax of S.CG8, which inconsiderably below 
tbe average of other similar citiea. Plac- 
ing the population at twelve thousand — 
which is nearer correct— the per capita 
tax would be only S.557— yery near the 
minimum cost in the United States, or 
on en assessed valuation ot §4,000,000, it 
would be a direct tax of one and two- 
tbirda mills on the dollar.
